Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
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Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same.

Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

By-law No. 5110 








A By-law to Expropriate a Certain Right- 
of-way for Sewerage Purposes 


WHEREAS the Council deems its nec- 
essary and in the public interest to expro- 
priate for sewerage purposes the right-of- 
way hereinafter described: 

Now, therefore, the Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Burnaby 
enacts as follows:— 

1. This by-law may be cited as “Bur- 
naby Expropriation By-law No. 15, 
1967.” 

2. (1) The Council is hereby author- 
ized and empowered for the purpose of 
constructing and installing sewers to ex- 
propriate, break up, take, enter into pos- 
session of, and use a right-of-way in 
perpetuity over, through, under, and upon 

those lands hereinafter described without 

the consent of the owner of the said 
lands. The said lands are situate, lying, 
and being in the Municipality of Burnaby, 
in the Province of British Columbia, and 
are more particularly described as the 
east twenty feet (20’) of Lot Forty-seven 
(47) of Lot One hundred twenty-six (126), 
Group One (1), Plan 26898, save and ex- 
cept part subdivided by Plan 27471, New 
Westminster District. 

(2) The rights expropriated by this by- 


law shall include the right to construct, | 


install, inspect, maintain, operate, repair, 
improve, extend, and enlarge sewer pipes, 
manholes, and all other necessary appur- 
tenances and works (hereinafter called 
“the said sewerage-works”’) over, through, 
under, and upon the said right-of-way 
and the right to have unobstructed access 
to and to enter upon the said right-of-way 
at all times with men, equipment, machin- 
ery, and materials for all of the aforesaid 
purposes. 

(3) The Council shall file plans and 
specifications of the said sewerage-works 
with the Clerk, who shall, on receiving 
the same, issue the statutory notice re- 
quired by section 483 of the Municipal 
Act. 

(4) The Council shall, by its servants, 
agents, and licensees, exercise the rights 
hereby expropriated in a good and work- 
manlike and reasonable manner. 

3. No person shall construct any build- 
ings or other works of any kind whatso- 
ever over, through, under, or upon the 
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said right-of-way or do anything therein 
or thereon or adjacent thereto which 
might injure or endanger the said sewer- 
age-works or impair the efficient function- 
ing thereof. 

4. The expropriation authorized by this 
by-law shall be subject to the provisions 
of Division (4) of Part XII of the Munici- 
pal Act. 

5. This by-law shall, before coming 
into effect, be published once in The 
British Columbia Gazette and in a news- 
paper published or circulating in the Mu- 
nicipality of Burnaby, and a certified copy 
of the by-law shall be filed in the Land 
Registry Office in the City of New West- 
minster, Province of British Columbia.
